WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  President 
Carter  promised  on  Wednesday  to 
push  for  “substantial  tax  reductions” 
as  soon  as  possible  next  year  and  said 
he  might  delay  sending  complicated 
tax  reforms  to  Congress  for  fear  they 
might  tie  up  the  tax  cuts. 

Carter’s  go-slow  attitude  toward 
comprehensive  tax  reform  means  he 
might  delay  redeeming  his  campaign 
promise  to  completely  overhaul  the  na¬ 
tion’s  tax  system.  As  a  candidate,  he 
called  the  system  a  “disgrace  to  the 
human  race.” 

Although  Carter  gave  no  specifics, 
Treasury  Secretary  W.  Michael 
Blumenthal  has  said  the  administra¬ 
tion!  is  considering  tax  reductions  of 
between  $15  billion  and  $20  billion  for 
business  and  individuals. 

One  White  House  source  said  the 
tax -cut  total  could  go  higher  than  $20 
billion,  but  said  he  would  be  surprised 
if  it  went  over  $30  billion. 

He  said  decisions  on  size  or  timing  of 
the  tax  reductions  are  likely  to  come  in 
the  next  two  weeks. 

The  official  said  Carter’s  1978  tax 
proposal  probably  will  not  include 
previous  plans  to  eliminate  tax 
preferences  on  investment  profits, 
called  capital  gains,  and  to  reduce  dou¬ 
ble  taxation  on  corporate  dividends. 

But  the  administration  still  hasn’t 
decided  whether  to  include  a  proposed 
cut  in  deductions  for  business  lunches, 
the  official  said. 

Carter  voiced  the  possibility  of 
postponing  comprehensive  tax  reform. 

Tax  cut  plans 

“In  1978,  there  will  be  substantial 
tax  reductions,”  he  declared.  “And 
combined  with  that  will  be  an  ade¬ 
quate  proposal  for  a  tax  reform.” 

But  Carter  added,  “Some  of  the 
more  controversial  items  on  tax  reform 
that  have  been  proposed  to  me  —  they 
would  be  very  time-consuming  and 
have  very  little  monetary  significance 
— .  might  be  delayed  until  later  on 
because  I  feel  that  it  is  necessary  to  ex¬ 
pedite  the  effectiveness  of  substantial 
tax  reform.  . 

“I  am  committed  and  the 
Democratic  congressional  leaders,  at 
least,  are  committed  to  substantial  tax 
reduction  in  1978  as  soon  as  we  put  it 
through.” 

Aid  to  social  security 

The  President  said  tax  increases  will 
be  necessary  this  year  “to  restore  the 
integrity  of  the  Social  Security  system 
...  (and)  to  carry  out  a  comprehensive 
energy  policy.”  But  he  said  he  hopes 
“that  all  those  changes  in  the  law  that 
bring  about  any  tax  increases  would  be 
concluded  in  1977.”

Universe:  Won’t  grooming  of  the  runs  be 
necessary  to  allow  skiing  on  minimal  snow 
depth? 

Williamson:  The  word  grooming  has  two  mean¬ 
ings.  The  first  being  what  we  do  with  the  slopes 
before  snowfall. 

In  the  lower  elevations  where  snow  accumulations 
tend  to  be  less,  the  Forest  Service  has  approved  a 
grooming  standard  which  clears  everything  to  six 
inches. 

The  other  grooming  standard  relates  to  what  we 
do  with  snow  equipment  after  the  snowfall.  It  is 
common  practice  in  all  ski  resorts  to  commence 
compacting  even  the  early  snowfall  prior  to  opening 
the  resort  in  order  to  build  a  good  base  and  then 
throughout  the  season  to  “groom”  the  slopes  with 
equipment  which  creates  a  good  skiable  surface. 
This  process  is  of  increased  importance  at  the  lower 
elevations  during  a  minimal  snow  season. 

Universe:  What  are  the  possibilities  of  ar¬ 
tificial  snow? 

Williamson:  With  the  “hundred-year  drought” 
last  year,  most  western  ski  areas  have  been  looking 
into  snowmaking  equipment  for  their  most 
vulnerable  sections  of  the  resort  in  the  event  of 
another  such  drought. 

Snowmaking, is  often  useful  in  a  resort  to  maintain 
excellent  snow  conditions  in  high  traffic  areas  where 
a  lot  of  skiers  tend  to  “wear  out”  the  snow  despite 
heavy  snowfall.  This  typically  occurs  only  at  certain 
busy  intersections  or  in  high  traffic  bottlenecks 
which  nature  has  built  into  most  mountain  systems. 

Park  City  has  installed  a  significant  system  to 
take  care  of  its  lower  elevations.  . 

Although  we  don’t  anticipate  snow  condition 
problems  because  we  enter  the  resort  at  midlevel,  1,- 
500  feet  above  our  lowest  point,  and  can  ski  the  up¬ 


per  reaches  during  marginal  snow  periods  without 
having  to  rely  on  the  lower  areas,  we  will  of  course 
evaluate  snowmaking  possibilities  after  we  have  the 
ability  to  review  operational  conditions. 

Universe:  What  is  the  funicular  railway? 

Williamson:  It  is  a  system  which  operates  almost 
exactly  like  the  Snowbird  tram  with  counter  balanc¬ 
ing  vehicles  connected  by  a  cable. 

One  starts  from  the  top  and  one  starts  from  the 
bottom,  bypassing  at  a  midpoint;  except  that  in  the 
case  of  the  funicular,  the  weight  of  the  vehicle  rides 
on  a  rail  rather  than  hanging  from  a  cable  as  in  the 
aerial  system. 

It  is  therefore  less  prone  to  interruption  by  high 
winds,  and  capable  of  carrying  more  people  and 
higher  weight  loading. 

Our  funicular  will  carry  3,000  people  an  hour  in  a  4 
1/4  minute  ride  up  the  mountain  operating  at  the 
same  speed  as  the  Snowbird  tram  which  carries  1,- 
000  people  an  hour. 

Universe:  Are  there  any  funiculars  in  operation 
in  the  United  States? 

Williamson:  Not  many.  A  small  one  operates  at 
Magic  Mountain  in,  California,  an  older  system  at 
Pikes  Peak  and  Disney  is  considering  building  a 
large  one  similar  to  ours  at  a  ski  area  in  the  Lake 
Tahoe  area. 

Universe:  What  are  the  advantages  and  dis- 
vantages  of  the  funicular  railway  as  opposed  to 
the  gondola? 

Williamson:  Funiculars  have  been  in  use  over  in 
Europe  for  over  a  century  and  are  the  most  reliable 
form  of  mountain  transportation  known,  and  also 
the  safest.  In  our  application,  in  addition  to  safety 
and  reliability,'  we  were  concerned  about  capacity. 

This  system  will  give  us  a  mountain  access  with  a

Mideast  peace  conference 

On  other  matters,  the  president  said 
he  will  send  Assistant  Secretary  of 
State  Alfred  L.  Atherton  to  the  peace 
conference  in  Cairo  called  by  Egyptian 
President  Anwar  Sadat. 

Carter  called  recent  Arab-Israeli 
contacts  “a  historic  breakthrough  in 
the  search  for  a  lasting  peace  in  the 
Middle  East.” 

The  president  said  the  conference  is 
now  scheduled  for  about  Dec.  13. 
Sadat  had  set  Dec.  3  as  the  deadline 
for  answering  his  invitations  and  said 
he  would  then  set  a  date  for  the  talks. 


As  for  the  present  U.S.  role  in 
Mideast  talks,  Carter  said,  “I  think  it’s 
much  more  important  to  have  direct 
negotiations  between  Egypt  and  Israel 
than  to  have  us  acting  as  a  constant, 
dominant  intermediary.” 

He  also  said  he  believes  “the  Soviets 
will  follow  along  and  take  constructive 
steps  for,  a  lasting  peace.” 

Energy  proposals 

Turning  to  energy,  the  president 
said  he  will  not  retreat  from  his  major 
legislative:  proposals  and  might  veto 
any  forthcoming  energy  bill  that  does 
not  measure  up  to  his  standards. 

After  a  privately  owned  dam  collap¬ 
sed  in  Georgia  earlier  this  month,  kill¬ 
ing  39  persons,  Carter  had  said  he 
would  step  up  federal  inspection  of 
non-federal  dams. 

Asked  if  he  had  made  too  many 
promises  in  his  campaign,  Carter  said, 
“I  don’t  think  I  made  too  many 
promises  and  I  think  I’m  doing  an  ade¬ 
quate  job  in  trying  to  fulfill  those 
promises.” 


Ford  voices  opinions 
on  Mid  east  talks,  /WY 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Former 
President  Gerald  Ford  said  Wednesday 
he  is  pleased  the  U.S.  plans  to  attend 
Middle  East  peace  talks  with  Egypt 
and  Israel,  and  said  it  is  important  to 
keep  the  peace  “momentum”  going. 

Ford  also  said  he  was  “dumbfoun¬ 
ded”  by  the  U.S.  State  Department’s 
attitude  toward  the  Mormon  church  in 
an  International  Women’s  Year  news 
release  branding  the  church  a  right- 
wing  organization. 

Ford  said  he  spends  about  25  percent 
of  his  time  with  Republican  politics, 
but  has  not  decided  whether  to  run  for 
President  in  1980,  He  said  he  didn’t 
want  to  give  any  impression  about 
whether  he  would  or  would  not  be  a 
candidate. 

Ford  was  in  Utah  for  a  dinner  honor¬ 
ing  multi-millonaire  businessman  J. 
Willard  Marriott,  a  long-time 
Republican  backer  and  member  of  the 
LDS  Church. 

“I  truly  believe  President  Sadat  has 
taken  a  productive  initiative,”  Ford 
said  of  the  Egyptian  leader’s  trip  to 
Israel. 

“It’s  highly  important  now,  however, 
that  there  be  serious,  substantive 
negotiations,”  Ford  added.  “I  hope  for 
significant  results  in  Cairo.” 

He  said  momentum  is  needed  to 


avoid  war  and  another  oil  embargo. 
“Momentum  in  the  Middle  East  is 
vital,”  Ford  said. 

Referring  to  the  IWY  news  release, 
Ford  said,  “I’m  dumbfounded  by  the 
attitude  of  the  Department  of  State.  I 
think  it  is  totally  irresponsible.  I  think 
the  Mormon  church  should  get  an 
apology  from  the  department.” 

A  State  Department  spokesman  said 
Wednesday  it  was  “regrettable”  the 
IWY  release  gave  the  impression  the 
department  was  responsible  for  the 
release  which  accused  the  church,  the 
Ku  Klux  Klan  and  other  groups  of  try¬ 
ing^)  subvert  the  law  setting  up  the 

The  department  has  also  cut  off  use 
of  its  mailing  privileges  and  letterhead 
by  the  IWY  commission. 

Ford  met  for  breakfast  with  Utah 
GOP  leaders.  He  said  the  topic  of  a 
possible  candidacy  did  not  come  up. 
“We  didn’t  discuss  my  ambitions  in 
1980,  whatever  they  might  be.” 

He  thanked  Utah  for  giving  him  the 
widest  margin  of  victory  of  any  state  in 
his  unsuccessful  1976  re-election  bid. 
He  said  he  believes  Utahns  support 
him  because  he  has  many  friends  in 
the  state  and  because  most  residents 
agree  with  his  political  and  economic 
policies. 


Honor  Council  effort 
promotes  7  projects 


The  ASBYU  Honor  Council  is 
currently  working  on  seven  projects 
as  part  of  a  total  effort  by  the  14- 
member  council  to  promote  the  uni¬ 
que  opportunities  at  BYU. 

The  council’s  projects  include 
publicizing  BYU’s  unique  charac¬ 
teristics  through  posters,  brochures 
and  a  slide  presentation,  handing 
out  copies  of  the  Honor  Code, 
holding  a  BYU  “Unique  Week”  and 
encouraging  campus  leaders  to  sup¬ 
port  the  Honor  Code. 

Mark  Schofield,  a  council  mem¬ 
ber,  said  it  has  taken  “a  little  while” 
to  get  the  projects  going  because 
they  have  run  into  some  red  tape, 
but  added  the  group  has  had  good 


Fifteen  thousand  brochures  are 
currently  being  distributed  to  stu¬ 
dents.  The  brochures  pinpoint  areas 
of  experience  at  BYU  that  will 
prepare  students  for  future  roles  and 
list  BYU  graduates  who  have  made 
positive  contributions  in  their  areas 
of  work. 

The  Honor  Council,  organized  by 
ASBYU  Pres.  Martin  Reeder  and 
Vice  Pres.  Randy  Holmgren  this 
semester,  was  a  major  platform  in 
their  election  campaign  last  spring. 
The  council’s  purpose  is  to  “promote 
and  not  enforce”  the  entire  Honor 
Code,  Holmgren  said. 

BYU  Pres.  Dallin  H.  Oaks,  in 
speaking  with  Holmgren,  said  he 
would  rather  have  90  percent  of  the 
student  body  keeping  the  Honor 
Code  because  they  wanted  to  than 
have  100  percent  doing  it  because 
they  were  forced  to. 

Schofield  said  students  are 
sometimes  confused  because  thev 
have  never  read,  in  “its  exactness,” 
the  rules  of  the  code. 

The  Honor  Council  is  distributing 
copies  of  the  Honor  Code  and  Dress 
Standards  to  students  through  the 
religion  classes.  Gerald  J.  Dye, 
director  of  University  Standards, 
said  he  is  pleased  with  the  effort  of 


the  Honor  Council  to  take  the  whole 
code,  not  just  dress  standards,  and 
promote  it.  “To  the  best  of  my 
knowledge  this  is  the  first  time  stu¬ 
dent  government  has  shown  an  ac¬ 
tive  interest  in  the  Honor  Code.” 

The  Honor  Council  is  also  in¬ 
volved  in  a  project  to  encourage 
campus  leaders  to  uphold  standards 
and  gain  their  support.  “We  want  to 
share  with  club  leaders,  branch 
leaders  and  faculty  our  situation 
and  goals  so  they  will  gain  an  un¬ 
derstanding  of  what  we  are  trying  to 
do,”  Schofield  said. 

The  council  sent  a  letter  to’  BYU 
basketball  coach  Frank  Arnold  com¬ 
mending  the  team  for  “their  sharp 
appearance  and  good  example.” 

In  Tuesday  night’s  meeting,  ideas 
for  posters  to  be  used  on  campus 
were  submitted,  with  completion  of 
the  posters  expected  soon. 

Work  is  also  under  way  to  produce 
a  slide  presentation,  one  of  the 
group’s  long  term  projects,  showing 
the  uniqueness  of  BYU.  Another 
project,  still  in  the  planning  stages, 
is  Unique  Week,  which  will  include 
numerous  activities  in  promoting 
the  unique  opportunities  at  BYU. 

“Other  students  outside  the 
Honor  Council  are  becoming  in¬ 
volved  with  us,”  Schofield  said.  A 
group  of  students  in  a  BYU  seman¬ 
tics  class  have  taken  the  area  of  ap¬ 
propriate  conduct  for  forums,  con¬ 
certs  and  firesides  as  a  project  and 
are  presenting  ideas  to  the  Honor 
Council. 

When  asked  about  the  effects  of 
the  council’s  efforts,  Holmgren  said 
there  are  no  concrete  ways  to 
measure  them.  “It’s  not  something 
you  can  put  on  a  piece  of  paper  or 
show  on  a  graph  or  chart.  There  are 
just  some  things  you  can’t  measure 
effectively.”  He  explained  that  in 
forming  the  Honor  Council  the  pur¬ 
pose  was  to  “involve  students  in 
learning  to  appreciate  some  of  the 
unique  characteristics  BYU  has  to 
offer.  We  are  not  interested  in 
getting  results  but  in  reaching  and 
helping  the  students.”

“The  bubble  usually  goes  up  as  soon  as  the  weather  gets 
bad,”  Don  Poole,  Cannon  Center  manager,  said.  This  year 
the  bubble  went  up  Oct.  4. 

“We,  were  looking  for  some  way  to  better  serve  the  stu¬ 
dents,”  Poole  said.  Many  private  clubs  were  using  a  bubble 
top,  so  Housing  officials  decided  to  cover  the  Helaman  Halls 
pool.  '  t 

The  attendance  has  been  good,  but  Poole:expects  it  to  in¬ 
crease  as  the  weather  grows  colder. 

The  cover  is  anchored  to  the  cement  by  a  steel  cable. 
Holes  were  drilled  into  the  cement  and  metal  bolts  with  ‘L’ 
shaped  metal  attachments  fasten  the  bubble  to  the  cement. 
A  large  tube  filled  with  water  surrounds  the  pool,  sealing  the 
cover  to  the  ground  and  keeping  wind  out.  Small  plastic 
tubes  under  the  bubble  allow  excess  air  escape. 

The  pool  is  served  by  four  heating  units  which  were  in¬ 
stalled  last  year.  A  fqn  blows  hot  or  cold  air  into  the  bubble, 
inflating  it  like  a  giant  balloon. 

The  bubble  takes  from  45  minutes  to  an  hour  to  fill  after 


New  law  stiffens  copy  rule!

Stricter  regulations  and  guidelines  for  the  copying  of 
published  material  are  part  of  a  new  federal  copyright  law 
going  into  effect  Jan.  1. 

As  a  result  of  the  new  law,  the  Harold  B.  Lee  Library  copy 
center  and  other  agencies  throughout  campus  who  copy 
published  material  for  students  and  faculty  use  have  begun 
making  the  neccessary  adjustments  required. 

Signs  warning  of  the  new  regulations  will  be  placed 


“The  new  law  is  not  expected  to  seriously  affect  or  change 
copying  services  at  BYU,  because  we’ve  always  used  discre¬ 
tion  and  caution  in  the  past  with  the  material  we  allow  to  be 
copied,”  Bush  said.  v 

The  law  will  take  the  place  of  the  copyright  act  of  1909.  It 
prohibits  copying  to  create,  replace  or  substitute  for 
anthologies,  material  intended  for  use  in  workbooks,  music 
(in  place  of  buying  it)  and  copying  without  including  the 
copyright  notice  which  appears  on  the  printed  material. 
Bush  said  violators  of  the  copyright  law,  (Public  Law  94-

goes  bad,  Clive  F.  Pulham,  assistant  manager  of  the  Can¬ 
non  Center,  said.

During  spring  months,  the  bubble  is  stored  in  a  wooden 
shed  at  the  northeast  corner  of  the  pool. 

Both  Pulham  and  Poole  agree  the  bubble  over  the  pool  is 
much  better  than  a  permanent  building. 

Hall  and  branch  activities  are  often  planned  for  the  pool. 
On-campus  students  can  plan  activities  through  the 
Helaman  Halls  Activity  Council,  Pulham  said.  Off-campus 
branches  are  generally  not  encouraged  to  schedule  pool  ac¬ 
tivities  to  keep  the  pool  for  exclusive  use  by  on-campus  stu¬ 
dents. 

The  pool’s  busiest  hours  are  usually  at  night,  Pulham 
said,  between  7  p.m.  and  midnight. 

The  pool  is  open  to  on-campus  housing  students  who  show 
their  meal  tickets  or  activity  card,  Pulham  said.  Off- 
campus  students  are  admitted  after  paying  70  cents. 

A  lifeguard  watches  the  pool  when  it  opens  at  1  p.m.  until 
it  closes  at  11  p.m. 
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Orem  City  Council  favors 
extra  attorney ,  title  change 


The  Orem  City  Council  approved 
*  the  hiring  of  a  second  legal  counselor  in 
a  dose  vote  Tuesday  Evening. 

‘  The  present  attorney,  Frank  Butter¬ 
field,  will  fill  the  newly  created  posi¬ 
tion  of  deputy  city  attorney.  City 
Manager  Albert  Haines  explained  But¬ 
terfield  is  not  being  demoted,  because 
“It’s  just  a  change  of  job  titles.”  But¬ 
terfield  prefers  to  work  with  criminal 
matters,  he  said. 

Haines  suggested  creation  of  the 
position  after  a  study  completed 
several  months  ago  showing  the 
workload  and  organization  of  the  of¬ 
fice.  The  study  showed  the  city  han¬ 
dles  five  criminal  cases,  ten  traffic 
cases  and  three  or  four  non-jury  trials 
and  one  jury  trial  a  day.  “That’s  a  busy 
load  for  one  attorney  under  any  cir¬ 
cumstances,”  the  report  stated. 

The  city  has  been  contracting  part- 


time  legal  counsel  with  local  attorneys, 
but  there  will  no  longer  be  that  need 
with;  the  new  city  attorney,  Haines  ad¬ 
ded. 

Butterfield  will  handle  criminal 
prosecution  for  the  city  and  the  new  at¬ 
torney  will  be  involved  with  civil  cases 
and  office  work,  he  said. 

Councilmen  Harley  L.  Gillman  and 
Glen  Zimmerman  voted  against  the 
new  office,  making  the  vote  3-2.  They 
said  they  felt  consulting  attorneys 
should  continue  to  be  used  to  handle 
the  caseload. 

The  salary  range  for  both  Butterfield 
and  the  new  city  attorney  will  be  $1,- 
363  to  $1,790  per  month. 

After  he  is  hired,  the  new  city  attor¬ 
ney  will  conduct  a  study  of  the  opera¬ 
tion  of)  the  attorney’s  office  and  make 
recommendations  to  improve  ef¬ 
ficiency. 


McKinney  hearings  continue 

LONDON  (AP)  —  The  second  day  of  court  hearings  continued 
Wednesday  in  London  on  the  McKinney  trial.  Joyce  McKinney 
denies  kidnapping  Kirk  Anderson  from  the  Ewell  Mormon  Church 
on  Sept.  14  because  she  claims  he  came  willingly. 

Anderson  claimed  Keith  May,  armed  with  a  fake  .38-caliber 
revolver,  forced  him  into  a  car  where  Miss  McKinney  waited.  He 
said  they  drove  him  to  a  remote  cottage  in  southeast  England 
where  he  was  shackled  to  a  bed  with  a  10-foot  chain.  Anderson 
testified  McKinney  forced  sexual  relations  on  him. 

McKinney  and  May  are  charged  with  forcibly  abducting  Ander¬ 
son,  imprisoning  him  against  his  will  and  possessing  a  fake 
revolver.  The  hearings  will  determine  if  McKinney  and  May 
should  be  formally  tried. 

South  Africa  chief  expected  to  win 

JOHANNESBURG,  South  Africa  (AP)  —  Voters  defied  rain 
and  gales  Wednesday  to  elect  a  new  Parliament  in  segregated 
South  Africa  and  Prime  Minister  John  Vorster  was  expected  to  win 
in  a  landslide.  The  country’s  19  million  blacks  are  barred  from 
voting. 

Final  results  of  the  voting  are  expected  today.  Some  2.2  million 
whites  were  registered,  but  some  didn’t  bother  to  vote  in  an  elec¬ 
tion  in  which  many  candidates  of  the  ruling  National  Party  were 
unopposed.

The  funicular,  in  the  evening  when  it  is  taking 
people  back  off  the  mountain,  actually  becomes  a 
generator  of  electricity,  putting  power  back  into  the 
power  net  almost  comparable  to  what  it  takes  out  in 
the  morning  delivering  people  up  onto  the  moun¬ 
tain. 

The  gondola  has  its  own  advantages  when  adap¬ 
ted  to  proper  use.  We  have  a  major  six-place  gondola 
network  operating  on  the  mountain  as  a  distribution 
system  between  four  villages. 

Its  capacity  is  2,000  an  hour  versus  3,000  an  hour 
on  the  funicular,  but  because  of  the  smaller  cabin, 
can  vary  in  capacity  down  to  six  people  an  hour  by 
sending  out  only  one  6-passenger  cabin,  in  an  hour’s 
time. 

Universe:  What  will  skiers  have  to  ride  to  get  to 
the  skiing  area? 

Williamson:  he  funicular  access  system  will 
deliver  skiers  to  the  7,700  foot  elevation  where  they 
can  put  on  their  skis  and  ski  into  the  chairlift 
system. 

Those  who  are  anxious  to  go  directly  over  into  the 
Provo  Peak  ski  drainage  may  get  on  a  gondola  at  th# 
top  of  the  funicular  and  continue  on  to  Rendezvous 
Village  or  Castle  Village,  the  first  being  an  ad¬ 
ditional  six-minute  ride  and  the  second  about  five 
minutes.  Or,  they  may  accomplish  the  same  thing 
by  riding  several  chairlifts  and  skiing  several  miles 
of  trails. 

The  ski  area  itself  has  such  a  great  variety  of  trails 
and  ski  systems  that  a  skier  could  literally  ski  all  day 
long  and  never  ski  the  same  trail  twice. 

Skiers  from  the  top  of  six  different  chairlifts  and 
two  gondola  stations  can  elect  to  ski  back  to  the 
funicular  terminal  or  ride  back  on  the  gondola  at  the 
end  of  the  day.  A  portion  of  skiers  would  have  to  take 
a  four-minute  ride  on  a  chairlift  to  arrive  at  the  ter¬ 
minal,  depending  on  the  routing  they  elect  to  take 
back  to  Discovery  Village  at  Maple  Flat. 

Skiers  in  the  Provo  Peak  Cascade  Drainage  would 
take  one  of  several  combinations  to  arrive  at  a  point 
where  they  could  then  ski  back  to  the  funicular. 
These  would  include  one  chairlift,  or  one  gondola 
ride,  or  a  combination  of  two  other  chairlifts, 
depending  entirely  on  their  favorite  grouping  of  ski 
runs. 

Universe:  Let’s  talk  about  the  damage  that 
may  be  caused  to  the  mountain  itself.  What  con¬ 
siderations  are  being  made  as  far  as  the  earth¬ 
quake  zone  and  possible  mishaps  associated  with 
it? 

Williamson:  We  have  had  a  team  of  the  finest 
seismic  geologists,  engineers  and  earthquake 
specialists  carefully  review  the  fault  lines  in  the  area 
of  the  funicular  and  the  cultural  villages,  including 
several  excavations,  to  identify  specific  locations  of 
the  faults. 

Although  the  faults  show  themselves  to  be  of  very 
ancient  origin,  and  the  most  inactive  along  the 
whole  Wasatch  area,  we  are  locating  buildings  and 
structures  in  a  way  as  to  avoid  the  fault  lines  and  we 
are  giving  special  consideration  to  the  foundations  of 
major  structures  like  the  funicular  terminal. 

We  have  held  the  funicular  east  of  the  apparent 
-fault  line  near  the  base  site  to  avoid  any  potential 
hazard  to  that  system. 

Universe:  What  are  the  landslide  dangers,  es¬ 
pecially  the  problem  in  the  landslide-prone  areas 
of  the  second  right  fork  of  Rock  Canyon? 

Williamson:  Most  of  the  geologic  formations 
throughout  Northern  Utah  tend  to  be  prone  to  some 
limited  land  slumpage,  particularly  during  a  very 
wet  spring  condition  as  we  had  two  and  three  years 


ago. 


These  have  occurred  and  will  continue  to  occur 
throughout  these  areas.  In  the  ski  area,  none  of  the 
slippage-prone  areas  suggest  a  significant  problem. 

The  Environmental  Impact  Report  and  par¬ 
ticularly  the  geologic  studies  indicate  those  areas 
which  must  receive  particular  care,  and  where  it 
may  prove  necessary  as  ski  runs  are  constructed, 
some  drainage  might  be  necessary  to  mitigate 
against  possible  land  slumpages  which  would  dis¬ 
turb  ski  runs.  These  have  been  used  successfully  in 
other  ski  areas  both  on  private  and  public  land. 

Universe:  With  the  loose  shale  formations  on 
the  mountains  east  of  Provo,  what  measures  are 
being  taken  to  insure  stability  of  the  lifts? 

Williamson:  The  loose  shale  occurs  only  in  cer¬ 
tain  specific  areas  on  the  mountains.  The  majority  of 
them  occur  in  the  Slate  Canyon  area,  which  is  no 
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longer  part  of  our  permit. 

Within  the  permit  area,  only  two  lifts  cross  shale 
beds,  and  our  geologists  assure  us  that  we  can  either 
span  from  bedrock  to  bedrock  or  foundations  can  be 
designed  to  properly  accommodate  the  loading  in 
the  event  one  of  the  towers  has  to  be  placed  in  the 
vicinity  of  shale. 

Universe:.  With  the  construction  of  ski  runs, 
sediment  will  be  added  to  the  water  which  flows 
into  Rock  and  Slate  Canyon.  How  will  this  affect 
the  erosion  and  pollution  of  these  water  supplies? 

Williamson:  The  increase  in  sediment  will  be  a 
very  temporary  condition  during  the  course  of 
construction.

i  ne  water  flowing  down  both  canyons  is  basically 
spring  runoff,  is  typically  full  of  silt  and  sediment 
typical  to  the  spring  runoff  and  I’ve  not  heard  that 
any  increase  in  the  amount  of  silt  during  this  runoff 
for  a  year  or  two  of  construction  would  in  fact  cause 
any  significant  “pollution”  that  would  be  of  concern 
to  anybody. 

The  water  is  collected  in  the  silt  basins  at  the 
mouth  of  each  canyon  and  seldom  serves  any  other 
purpose.  No  live  streams  flow  through  the  canyons 
year  around  as  is  the  case  in  the  canyons  flowing  into 
the  Salt  Lake  City  area.

Williamson:  Yes,  the  lines  will  parallel  each 
other,  but  both  systems  are  sealed  in  steel  pipe.  For 
contamination  to  occur,  breakage  would  have  to 
take  place  in  approximately  the  same  location,  a 
very  unlikely  condition. 

Further,  the  sewer  line  will  be  several  feet 
removed  from  the  water  lines  laterally  and  several 
feet  deeper  than  the  water  line.  The  working  draw¬ 
ings  on  those  systems  are  not  yet  completed,  or  I 
could  tell  you  exactly  how  many  feet  in  each  direc¬ 
tion. 
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These  water  lines  have  been  primarily  a  source  of 
irrigation  water  over  the  years,  and  is  in  large  part 
the  water  we  anticipate  keeping  on  the  mountain  for 
the  mountain  water  supply.

“Youths  are  usually  into  crimes 
against  property  rather  than  crimes 
against  persons,”  he  said. 

The  No.  1  juvenile  offense  in  Provo  is 
possession  of  alcohol.  In  1976,  some  525 
boys  and  96  girls  were  referred  to  Third 
District  Juvenile  Court  for  possession 
of  alcohol. 

Three  hundred  nineteen  boys  were 
arrested  last  year  as  runaways,  as  com¬ 
pared  to  289  girls. 

It  is  illegal  for  persons  under  19  to 
possess  tobacco.  As  compared  to  other 
states,  this  law  is  stringently  enforced 
in  Utah  “because  of  the  moral  values 
of  the  community,”  Sheeran  said. 

In  1976,  398  boys  and  81  girls  were 
arrested  for  possession  of  tobacco.

If  a  child  is  under  14,  he  is  not 
allowed  to  be  questioned  without  a 
parent’s  consent.  At  14,  he  is  deemed 
intelligent  and  can  Waive  his  right  to 
be  silent.  In  either  case,  the  police 
notify  a  parent  as  soon  as  possible, 
Sheeran  said. 

After  a  juvenile  is  arrested,  an  arrest 
report  is  sent  to  juvenile  court.  The 
court  then  summons  the  youth  and  his 
parents  to  appear  before  the  court. 

There  is  a  definite  correlation  bet¬ 
ween  the  youth  in  trouble  and  his 
home  environment,  Sheeran  said. 
“Frequently  they  come  from  split 
families  and  one-parent  families.  They 
usually  are  LDS.” 

There  is  also  a  correlation  between 
the  children  abused  at  home  and  the 


ones  in  trouble  with  the  law,  Sheeran 
said. 

In  the  past,  the  department  spon¬ 
sored  a  Youth  Justice  Council  which 
consisted  of  eight  students.  Instead  of 
going  through  juvenile  court,  the 
arrested  youth  could  be  heard  by  his 
peers  on  the  Youth  Council. 

“These  programs  have  been  very  ef¬ 
fective.

hesitation,  “Yes.”  Then  added,  “If  we 
all  really  want  it  and  put  out  100  per¬ 
cent.” 

Putting  out  100  percent  is  what  im¬ 
presses  Karen  about  Coach  Michaelis.

Barlow  said  the  hospital  might  take ' 
action  in  that  direction,  but  he  was  not 
surf  what  the  future  would  bring. 


He  said  that  personally  he  would 
like  to  be  at  home  with  his  family  if 
and  when  that  day  ever  came  and  he 
were  close  to  the  end  of  his  life.  “We 
will  just  have  to  feel  it  out  to  see  if  they 
(the  public)  want  a  terminal  illness 
program  in  the  future.” 

When  asked  if  such  a  program  might 
be  instituted  at  BYU,  Maxine  Cope, 
dean  of  the  College  of  Nursing,  said  she 
didn’t  know  what  the  future  would  br¬ 
ing,  but  at  the  present  time  BYU 
hasn’t  started  anything  in  that  direc¬ 
tion.

Other  criteria  for  participation  in  the 
program  will  be  to  have  someone  at 
home  who  is  physically  and 
emotionally  able  to  care  for  the  patient 
and  have  a  doctor  who  is  willing  to 
work  with  Hospice. 

The  physician-directed  Salt  Lake 
program  will  include  nurses, 
clergymen,  social  workers  and  volun¬ 
teers.  Mrs.  Slater  said  patients  will  be 
visited  regularly  by  members  of  a 


as  volunteers  sitting  with  the  patient 
while  family  members  go  shopping  or 
do  other  things  outside  the  home. 

Hospice  will  also  refer  families  to 
other  agencies,  such  as  mental  health 
centers,  so  problems  which  seem  to  go 
along  with  the  crisis  of  dying  can  be 
properly  dealt  with. 

Mrs.  Slater  said  Hospice  will  also  of¬ 
fer  a  program  to  assist  the  bereaved 
family  after  the  loved  one  dies. 
Statistics  show  an  increased  death  rate 
for  widows  in  the  first  year  and  psy¬ 
chological  problems  in  children  who 
have  lost  a  parent.

Utah  Valley  Hospital  to  in  stall 
new  computerized  scanner

When  the  new  addition  to  the  Utah  Valley 
Hospital  is  completed  in  December,  a  computerized 
scanner  costing  about  $500,000  will  be  installed. 

According  to  Dr.  E.  Bruce  Mclff,  radiologist  at 
UVH,  the  hospital  has  already  purchased  a  scanner 
and  is  waiting  for  room  to  install  the  unit. 

Dr.  Mclff  said  the  ACTA-FS-200  computerized 
scanner  reconstructs  the  image  of  a  patient’s  body 
and  does  it  in  18  seconds.  He  said  other  hospitals  in 
the  Salt  Lake  area,  such  as  Holy  Cross,  LDS,  St. 
Marks  and  University  of  Utah  Medical  Center,  have 
scanners  but  they  are  much  slower,  taking  three  to 
four  mmutes  to  record  a  scan. 

He  said  the  scanner  will  replace  many  of  the  more 
conventional  diagnostic  X-ray  examinations  that 
are  difficult  to  perform  and  are  hazardous  or  painful 
to  the  patient.  The  scan  can  also  be  performed  as  an 
out-patient  procedure  and  does  not  require  lengthy 
or  costly  hospital  stays,  he  explained. 

“It  is  not  a  solution  for  all  diagnostic  examina¬ 
tions,  and  we  will  continue  to  perform  cerebral 
angiograms,  cerebral  pneumoencephalograms  (in¬ 
serting  a  needle  into  the  spinal  canal  and  then  in¬ 
jecting  air  to  determine  if  a  tumor  obstruction  is  pre¬ 
sent),  and  body  angiograms.” 

The  scanner  has  the  ability  to  “look”  at  the 
human  body  in  at  least  two  dimensions,  not  just  a 
one-dimensional  scene  as  in  conventional  X-rays, 
Dr.  Mclff  said.  “It’s  like  seeing  an  image  of  a  body 
sliced  in  half  with  the  use  of  the  scanner.” 

Dr.  Mclff  said  the  conventional  X-ray  examina¬ 
tion  will  show  gross  differences  in  the  body  tissue’s 
ability  to  absorb  an  X-ray  beam  and  will  differen¬ 
tiate  between  bone,  soft  tissue,  air  and  heavy  metal 
containing  agents  such  as  barium  or  iodine. 

“The  computerized  scanner  will  do  all  of  the 
above,  but  it  will  also  take  minute  differences  in' 
ability  to  absorb  X-rays  on  a  cellular  level  and  soft 
tissue  components  such  as  white  and  gray  matter  in 
the  brain.” 

The  organ  and  cell  differences  are  then  recorded 


on  a  series  of  detectors.  The  information  is  fed  into 
special  tubes  called  photo-multiplier  tubes  and  mul¬ 
tiplied  thousands  of  times,  shoi  ' 
ferences.

The  information  is  then  fed  into  a  computer  and 
processed  in  such  a  way  that  on  a  cathrode-ray 
screen,  a  reconstructed  image  is  produced,  he  said. 
,.  The  scanner  can  also  pick  up  a  tumor  as  small  as 
five  millimeters,  making  quicker  detection  of  abnor¬ 
malities  possible,  Dr.  Mclff  said. 

“We  believe  the  computerized  scanner  will 
decrease  the  necessity  to  perform  many  more  costly, 
more  painful  and  slightly  greater  risk  examina¬ 
tions,  he  said. 

Dr.  Mclff  said  examinations  involving  blood 
vessel  systems  cannot  be  determined  by  the  scanner, 
but  require  the  use  of  an  arteriogram. 

He  explained  the  scanner  will  cost  the  hospital 
$40,000  a  year,  but,  he  added,  the  hospital  will  be 
able  to  run  10  to  15  examination  treatments  a  day  at 
$200  per  treatment. 

If  a  patient  has  an  angiogram  it  costs  $350,  plus  24 
hours  m  the  hospital  costing  another  $100,  and  if 
more  complex  equipment  were  needed,  the  cost 
could  be  even  higher,  he  said. 

“We  feel  the  scanner  will  decrease  the  cost  of 
diagnostic  exams  and  certainly  decrease  pain  and 
discomfort  to  the  patient.” 

“Our  intent  is  to  provide  medical  service  where  no 
patient  will  have  to  be  referred  out  of  this  valley  for 
medical  treatment  unless  he  so  chooses.”
